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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed June 6, 2001 has not been 
considered because the cited references are not relevant to the present 
invention. Specifically, the present invention is directed to a cable, a method 
of constructing a cable, and use of a cable, while the cited references are 
related to "Vitamin D".

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 4-13 and 17-19 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being 
in improper form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from 
any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, 
the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on .sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
Stales. 

7. Claims 1, 2, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 



anticipated by Ries (WO 96/39705). 
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Ries discloses a cable and an inherent method of constructing the 
cable, wherein the cable has at least one cable core having three or more 
conducting layers (Fig. 4) which are mutually separated by isolating layers, 
where the conducting layers include electrical conductors which are 
arranged helically with predetermined pitch angles, wherein the 
predetermined pitch angles increase in steps from layer to layer from the 
radial innermost conducting layer to an intermediate conducting layer 
located between the radial innermost conducting layer and the radial 
outermost conducting layer, and wherein the predetermined pitch angles 
remain substantially constant or decrease in steps from layer to layer from 
the intermediate conducting layer to the outermost conducting layer . 
Specifically, Ries shows in Figure 4, the pitch angles increase from layer LI 
(innermost layer) to layer L5 (intermediate layer), and then the pitch angles 
decrease from the layer L6 to the outermost layer LI'. 

Ries also discloses at least one of the isolating layers having a 
thickness different from the thickness of at least one of the other isolating 
layers. Specifically, Ries shows layer 4' having a thickness different from 
the thickness of layer 5. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering 
patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes 
that the subject matter of the various claims was commonly owned at the 
time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the 
contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point 
out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly 
owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 

U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

10. Claims 3 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ries in view of Hutchins, Jr. (3,588,317). 

Claims 3 and 16 in addition to the limitations of claims 1 and 14 recite 
at least one of the conducting layers having a thickness different from the 
thickness of at least one of the other conducting layers. Hutchins, Jr. 
discloses a cable comprising a plurality of conducting layers, wherein at 
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least one (layer 1 8) of the conducting layers has a thickness different from 
the thickness of at least one of the other (layer 22) conducting layers. It 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to modify the cable of Ries 
by providing at least one of the conducting layer with a thickness different 
from the thickness of at least one of the other conducting layers to meet the 
specific use of the resulting cable since it is taught by Hutchins, Jr. that 
depending on the materials of the conducting layers, the thicknesses of the 
conducting layers can be different. 

Cited Art 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Sugi et al, Schmaderer et al, and 
Sugimoto et al. disclose cables having conducting layers.
